James Cross became a military operation Friday, 
with truckloads of troops combing forest towns and 
reconnaisance jets making photo runs over rural 
areas, in addition to police activity. 

Police issued warrant* Fri¬ 
day for three' more men in 
connection with the kidnap¬ 
ping of alain Labor Minister 
Pierre Laporte after concen¬ 
trated lightning raids in 
search of terrorists. 

After a dramatic swoop late 
Friday in the heart of down¬ 
town Montreal, soldier* 
sealed off an entire city block 
while police and troops moved 
In for clues on Laporte'* kid¬ 
nappers and persons presum¬ 
ably *till hiding Cross. 

Laporte was killed Oct. 17. ^ „

MONTREAL (CP) — The

The notice of suit cited five 
accusations alleged to have 
been made by Drapeau: 

• That the Front d'Action 
Politique was a "para-muni¬ 
cipal, para-electoral" move¬ 
ment that groups terrorists 
and revolutionaries in Mon¬ 
treal: 

• That there was no 
doubt FRAP was affiliated 
with the Front de Liberation 
du Quebec: 

• That when the base¬ 
ment of St. Louis de France 
church and Paul Sauve arena 
were made accessible for 
terrorist use, a third gesture 
would be opening up city hall 
to them; 

• That blood would run in 
the streets if a social-leaning 
party, meaning FRAP, won 
municipal elections next Sun¬ 
day: 

• That it would take 
closed eyes and ears not to bs 
aware of an affinity between 
FRAP and the FLQ, 


The official statement suid 
the four ministers agreed to 
"exert their utmost efforts': 

“1. To enable Ambassador 
Jarring to resume his mission 
at the earliest possible date. 

“2. To search for possibili¬ 
ties. through the agreement 
of the parties directly con¬ 
cerned, to extend the obser¬ 
vance of the ceasefire for a 
period to be determined. 

"3. To find a peaceful 
solution on the basis of 
resolution 242 of the Security 
Council." 

It said the Big Four "will 
continue their consultations, 
and their permanent repre¬ 
sentatives in New York will 
meet again on Oct. 28.''

Einstein Theory in Trouble? 

Fields Faster Than Light

LONDON CAP) — The cataclysmic 
violence of a collapsed star may challenge 
fundamental law* of the physical world, a 
group of British scientists reported Friday. 

The scientists, led by Drs. J. S. Allen and 
Geoffrey Endean of Oxford University's 
department of engineering science, have 
concluded that electromagnetic fields in the 
turbulent Crab Nebula are travelling at about 
372,000 miles a second, or twice the speed of 
light. 


The scientists' report, published in the 
latest issue of the magazine Nature, could 
rebut the calculations of Albert Einstein, who 
wrote in 1905 that no particle can ever 
exceed the speed of light — 186,000 miles a 
second. 

Die Crab Nebula, named for iis shape, 
lies 5,000 light year* away from the earth. A 
light year is the distance a beam of light 
travels in a year.

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The Banks Annoy Mr. Benson 


I AM FED UP WITH THEM” says Finance Min¬ 
ister Edgar Benson, referring to the high 
interest charges being made by the Canadian char¬ 
tered banks on their loans. 

The finance minister points out that last Aug¬ 
ust the Bank of Canada reduced its rediscount rate 
from 7 per cent to 6 1 /- per cent but so far the 
chartered banks have made no alteration in their 
prime rate whieh still stands at 8^ per rent for 
their best and biggest customers. 

As the Bank of Canada has always indicated, 
its own variations of the rediscount rate are meant 
to be a signal for the chartered banks to base their 
own business accordingly, and during the rough 
period when Canada was Fighting inflation by a 
squeeze on money the Bank of Canada sent out 
signals by this method. 

Without exception, and particularly in 1969, 
the chartered banks quickly took the hint The 
finance minister is thus charged with anger be¬ 
cause the chartered banks are not acting so prompt¬ 
ly to the down signals. 

In this the finance minister will find a lot of 
sympathy, but at the same time, he must dearly 
understand that the money supply is still tight and 
that there are thousands of companies and many 
more individuals who are wanting to borrow — 
even at rates of over 9 per cent. Steel Company of 
Canada, Trans Canada Pipelines, Noranda, Inter¬ 
national Nickel of Canada and Canadian Pacific 
Securities are great Canadian companies who have 
shown no disinclination to borrow huge sums of 
money at those rates. 


With yields readily available at these levels, 
the banks know they themselves must offer high 
rates of interest on their deposits if they are to ac¬ 
cumulate the funds they need to meet their cust¬ 
omers' demands for loans. 

The government of Canada itself is offering to 
pay 7% per cent mi its new savings bonds, and that 
perhaps is an indication of the true money market 
level. 

In the end, therefore, it is a question of decid¬ 
ing which comes first — the chicken or the egg. 

The upward spiral of monetary inflation was 
caused by the government itself when Parliament 
passed its 1967 Bank Act. That was the act that 
gave the chartered banks the right to charge what 
they wanted on loans. Hitherto they had been re¬ 
stricted to a 6 per cent ceiling, a level at which they 
claimed they were unable to compete with rival, 
non-bank financial institutions. 

While this was no doubt true, Parliament's 
action instead of creating a new competitive state 
of affairs has been significant mainly in that it has 
removed any strong braking equipment on the 
money-lending machinery of the country. 

Using hindsight, it appears that the banks were 
given too free a rein, and it will be interesting in¬ 
deed to see what happens when Mr. Benson fulfils 
his intention of speaking sharply to the banks and 
their top executives, about their high interest 
_ charges. 

The banks might be able to blunt his enthus¬ 
iasm by showing that they alone are not able to 
control interest rates in Canada. 



Like Sindbad’s Burden 


r HAS BEEN PREDICTED that the Canacfian 
post office will run up a deficit at the end of the 
current operating year of more than $150 million. 

The projected figure Is arrived at on the basis 
of the trend of the past five years which has seen 
the deficit mount from $11,470 million in 1965 to 
$38,186 million in 1969. That’s an average of some 
$20 millions a year. 

But on top of the predictable Increase this 
year we have the word of Charles M. Drury, 
president of the treasury board, that the new con¬ 
tract won by the postal unions will add another 
$58 million to post office costs, by which amount 
the deficit would be expanded. 

That three-year contract won by strike last 
summer, which itself cost the department (that is, 
the public) millions in lost revenue, will mean 
$415.8 million more on the wage bill. 

These disclosures make entirely credible the 
warning of a veteran Conservative parliamentarian, 
George Hees, that before the end of the current 
decade Canadian taxpayers will be paying $500 
million for the post office deficit. 

Or, alternatively, the letter rate will have to 
be boosted to 12 cents, with proportional rises in 
other categories. 

The only way such a situation can be avoided 
in a post office department sunk to deplorable 


depths in morale and efficiency, warns Mr. Hees, is 
to overhaul the whole structure. For otherwise even 
with higher postage rates and acceptance erf huge 
deficits the service will continue to deteriorate. 

And an overhaul, he says, would have to be 
undertaken by a management freed from the re¬ 
strictions of the bureaucracy. In other words, he 
would turn the post office into a Crown corpora¬ 
tion, something on the lines of the U.S. Postal 
Service operation. 

Such a system calls for a board of governors 
which will select the postmaster general and his 
deputy and with them carry out bargaining duties 
with labor, appoint local postmasters, and raise 
funds by the sale of bonds or borrowing. Some¬ 
where within this hierarchy is a rates commission. 

“I believe,” says Mr. Hees, “that the operation 
of the Canadian po6t office under a Crown corpora¬ 
tion could be the key to improvement in lalj^rrela- 
tions, efficiency and service," 

Everyone will agree that improvement is de¬ 
sirable, indeed essential. 

The ugly suspicion arises, however, that in 
creating a Po6t Office Corporation the Canadian 
people may saddle themselves with such another 
burden as the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation.

His tragedy has already done 
more than radical rhetoric to 
shake the Establishment. Can 
it also open up more political 
opportunities to give Chicanos 
a greater voice in local affairs? 


Today there is one Mexican-i 
American in the California leg¬ 
islature, and none on the city 
council of Los Angeles, where 
a million Chicanoa live. For 
years they backed Democrats 
and got nothing, then switched 
their support to Republican 
Governor Ronald Reagan ■ and 
got less. "He's made things 
worse," say* Chicano spokes¬ 
man and doctor Francisco 
Bravo. "He promised more 
Mexican - American appointees 
and did nothing." 

The Nixon administration has 
begun to sit up, suddenly con¬ 
scious of Chicano anger and 
the threat of new violence. Vice- 
President Spiro Agnew has 
promised that more Spanish- 
Americans will be added to the 
dozen at present serving In the 
federal government. He has an¬ 
nounced the formation of a new 
organization “to generate econ¬ 
omic opportunities’* for Chi¬ 
canos. 

The coming months will show 
the direction in which Chicanos 
are moving: towards assimila¬ 
tion or isolation, towards Joining 
or resistance, trouble or peace 
Last February, Ruben Salazar 
said that Chicanoa were "mere¬ 
ly fighting to become ‘Ameri¬ 
cans'. but with a Chicano out¬ 
look."

Political Terrorism Study Needed 


I N hu contribution to the 
Throne Speech debate earlier 
this month. Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau spoke of the need to an¬ 
ticipate problems and to design 
policies dealing with toe first 
signs of trouble Instead of wait¬ 
ing for crises to develop. 

"We seek a future," he said, ' 
"over which Canadians will 
exercise some control, not a 
series of events by happen¬ 
stance." Therefore, the gov¬ 
ernment "shall continue to lay 
before Parliament the product 
of our planning.” 

* * * 

Much of the product of the 
Trudeau administration's plan- 
I ning comes in the form of white 
papers. The Throne Speech an¬ 
nounced a whole new series of 
such studies. “Parliament will 
be invited,” It stated, "to ex¬ 
amine in this session a number 
of white paper* In such diverse 
fields as communications, citi¬ 
zenship, immigration, national 
defence, and income security 
policy." 

| Missing from the list is a 
white paper on internal secur¬ 
ity, i.e., a study of toe problems 
posed by political terrorism. 
Yet It is tola subject, as the 
traumatic events In Quebec 
have demonstrated, which 
should have received the most 
careful and urgent attention of 
the official planner*. 

There la no excuse for the ab¬ 
sence of such a study and poli¬ 
cy recommendations. Political 
terrorism In Canada Is not a 
new phenomenon. The first 
FLQ bombs started exploding 
seven year* ago. People had 
been killed In several of tta 
blasts, one of which occurred 
only a few months ago in Otta¬ 
wa. There have been street

demonstrations with violence— 
clearly organized by political 
terrorists — in many parts of 
toe country for almost a dec¬ 
ade. 

Mr. Trudeau cannot be 
blamed for the Pearson admin¬ 
istration's pussy-footing around 
the problem created by polit¬ 
ical terrorism, although as 
minister of justice in the last 
Pearson government he prob¬ 
ably could have Insisted on st 
least an in-depto study of toe 
spreading blight so that meas¬ 
ures aimed at preventing a full¬ 
blown crisis could have beer 
planned and taken in time. 

He does, however, bear full 
responsibility for the continued 
neglect of toe mounting danger 
after he became prime min¬ 
ister. There was nothing to pre¬ 
vent him from discharging the 
primary security duty of any 
responsible government had he 
understood the natdre and the 
extent of Ihe peril. 

*■ * * 

Instead of launching a com¬ 
prehensive study of the grow¬ 
ing evidence of a combined ex¬ 
ternal and Internal attack on 
the democracies by the totali- 
tarians, he started, guided by 
his ivory-tower theories, a sys¬ 
tematic lowering of Canada's 
contribution to collective de¬ 
fence of freedom. 

This, coupled with the simul¬ 
taneous Internal lowering erf 
safeguards against “ordinary" 
criminal acts, created an at¬ 
mosphere of wholesale perver¬ 
sion of liberalism In which the 
political terrorists could op¬ 
erate with virtual impunity. 

Thus, Instead erf anticipating 
and preventing the FLQ crisis 


that hit us seemingly out of the 
blue, the Trudeau regime 
helped to create It by Its amor¬ 
al over-permissiveness which is 
misconceived as enrichment of 
civil liberties. 

Throughout this debilitating 
process which the self - styled 
"progressives" in the mass 
media and the academe hailed 
as eminently desirable, the 
government received • number 
of well-substantiated warnings 
and urgent pleas for considera¬ 
tion of toe downgrading of the 
basic safeguards of external 
and internal security. 

* * * 

The first authoritative warn¬ 
ing came from the Royal Com¬ 
mission on Security which sub¬ 
mitted its report in 1968. The 
Trudeau government sat on the 
document for almost a year, 
obviously annoyed by what 
amounted to a clear-cut chal¬ 
lenge of its own pet theories. 

"The main current security 
threats to Canada," toe report 
said bluntly, "are posed by in¬ 
ternational communism and the 
Communist powers, and by 
some elements of the Quebec 
separatist movement." 

It found both domestic and 
foreign Communist Involvement 
in the militant separatist groups 
and urged the government to 
take "at the very least . . . 
adequate steps to inform Itself 
of any such threats, and to col¬ 
lect information about the in¬ 
tentions and capabilities of indi¬ 
viduals or movement* whose 
object is to destroy the feder¬ 
ation by subversive or seditious 
methods." 

A much more specific warn¬ 
ing came in March. 1969. when 
the Montreal city administra¬ 


tion tried to draw Mr. Tru¬ 
deau's attention to toe increas¬ 
ingly - dangerous activities of 
some of the extremists who had 
infiltrated the Quebec branch 
of the Company of Youug 
Canadians and were actually 
using federal funds for finan¬ 
cing Iheir preparations for 
"revolutionary" violence. 

* * * 

Mr. Trudeau, who a few 
months later could not recall 
having received such a com¬ 
munication from Montreal, ans¬ 
wered it at that time by saying 
that he was "fully aware of the 
relevant circumstances” but 
that there was no reason fnr 
alarm because his colleague. 
State Secretary Pelletier, as¬ 
sured him he had the situation 
under control. 

In October, 1968, another 
warning, revealing some of the 
close links between toe militant 
separatists and international 
communism came from T. R. 
Anthony Malcolm, the vice- 
president of the Quebec section 
of the Liberal Federation of 
Canada. 

This was followed shortly by 
the testimony of Montreal Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee Chairman 
Lucien Saulnier before a Com¬ 
mons committee about the ad¬ 
vanced stage of preparations 
for political violence In Quebec 
and other parts of Canada. 

Had the government and most 
of the opinion-makers given 
these warnings the attention 
they deserved, the penalty for 
their smug, contemptuous dis¬ 
missal or ridicule as hysterical 
alarmism need not have been 
paid and Canada would not now 
be faoing the prospect of nreh- 
ertrated political violence vir¬ 
tually defenceless.

TWO PARAGRAPHS 

The stumbling block was two 
paragraphs in a declaration 
drawn up by the UN's 25th-anni- 
versary committee that were in¬ 
serted at ,the insistence of Atri 
cans and Asians.

Indian* should take more 
pride in their own culture and 
refuge to be shamed by Ihe 
epithetj of the white racet, 
laya Nootka Indian artaat 
George Cluteii. 

“When I die, if my filter 
outlivei me, I want her to 
chant our family prayer song 
over me," he told member* 
of the Women'* Canadian 
Club Friday afternoon. 

+ * * 

"I think if we Indiana felt 
thia way more we would be a 
lot more useful people than 
we have been. 

"Instead, we have hung our 
head* In shame and this wa* 


the result of hearing too ofien 
‘You dirty Siwash.' 

"Thia is not an idle accusa¬ 
tion," he »aid. "This has been 
thrown in my face too. I have 
been called a dirty Shvash.” 

CkJtesl described the life of 
the Indian, and the crafts of 
the Indian chiefs, medicine 
men, orators and artiian*. 

He said that when an 
exhibition of Indian art wa* 
sent to Europe It wa* de¬ 
scribed in France as second 
only to the greatest of 
Egyptian art. 

"This is something we as 
Indians should ling about,” 
said Ciutesl. 

"The Indian it not stupid. 


The forces that have been 
saying that he 1* are very 
strong but It is up to u* to 
point out that they are not 
right." 

The West Coast Indians an 
Vancouver Island were happy, 
singing people, be said. 

*■ * * 

“We have a rioh cultural 
heritage that we have shame¬ 
fully allowed to be lost until It 
is almoet entirely forgotten 
by the owners themselves.” 

He said too few Indiana are 
being paid to teach Indian 
culture even to their own 
people. 

"I taught in public school in 
Port Alberra in 1968 with a 


few Indian pupils in the 
classroom, which quickly 
grew to 41 or 42.” 

"It was pathetic how little 
they knew about their own 
culture, and when I started 
teaching them the Indian 
language it was something 
wonderful to see the light 
come into their faces when 
they realized they could talk 
and speak and understand 
word* that were iheir own." 

Ciutesl said something must 
he done to help the few 
Indians who are dinging 
tenaciously to fragments of 
their culture before it is lost 
entirely to the world. 


"Some people are doing 
everything in their power to 
bring back this culture, but 
these same people refuse or 
find enough excuse not to use 
knowledgeable Indiana In 
teaching their own culture,’’ 
said Cluteii. 


He said that with some 
encouragement and partic¬ 
ularly some understanding in 
the classrooms the Indian 
nation* will again produce 
outstanding artists. 

"We have already, even 
just from Albemi, produced a 
writer and some artists," he 
said, but he warned that 


Indiana first have to regain 
their pride. 

“We have heard for too 
long that Indians cannot be 
trusted, they are lazy, they 
live only to drink," he said. 

"If you say that loud 
enough and periistently we do 
get that way," he said. 

"Why can't we tell about 
the outstanding Indians pro¬ 
duced in Canada alone? These 
are the people we should be 
telling about.” 

Cluteii said he had worked 
in logging camps for 21 years 
and had watched white people 
start work and quit. 

“This was quite all right—It 


was a free world,” said 
Cluteai. "But let one Indian 
quit and it was a different 
story -r you can’t trust an 
Indian — An Indian can't stay 
on a job past the first 
paycheque. 


"I have known Indiana who 
have worked at the same job 
for 45 years, for 40 years, for 
35 years, but ws aren't telling 
anyone about these people, wa 
just talk about the Indians 
who quit. 

"When will we hear about 
the good things? When will 
we give back acme pride to 
the Indian?" asked Ciutesl.

take almost any degree of dry cold 
without Injury. Laws through the 
winter months are almost always caused 
by rain, which tends to run into the 
centre of the crown, 

-In frosty weather, this water collect¬ 
ing in the crown will freeze, and In 
expanding, will crack and spltt the 
delicate plant tissue*. The trick in 
wintering these plants successfully in 
our climate Is to draw the leaves up 
over the crown and tie them, much ax 
you would tie Cu lettuce to blanch the 
hearts. This tying sheds the rain and 
keep* the centres of your Red Hot 
Poker plants from filling up with wales'. 
* * * 

Thia autumn clean-up job should in¬ 
clude a proper policing of the ground*, 
removing all trash and litter, particu¬ 
larly odds and ends of lumber, old 
flower pots, up-ended wheelbarrows and 
the like. Every bit of junk like this 
provides u»eful cover and hreedJng 
places for slugs and woodlice 

Where attractive hidey-hoiea ft* 
these pests cannot be removed — as in 
the corners of coldframes, for instance 
dust the ground generously with 5 
per cent chlorriane dust and put down a 
few slug pellets. 


in fact. I always scrape away a little 
soil so 1 can cut away the old stems 
perhaps half an inch below the normal 
ground level. 

Dm reason ft* this drastic cutting 
back in the oaaa at peanle* is because 
there ia an unpleasant fungus disease 
called botrytii that has bean attacking 
peonies hereabouts. This Infection 
cauees the Bower buds to dry up or rot 
away without flowering, and is probably 
the most common cause of flcaverless 
peonies. The dormant disease spores of 
this Infection spend the winter on the 
old stems, low down near soil level, 
ready to infect the new emerging shoot* 
as they poke their little red noses 
through the soil surface nrxt spring. 

* * * 

By cutting the old peony sterna low 
down and burning them, thii botrytis 
disease of peonies can be controlled far 
more effectively than through the use 
of spray* and dusts. 

A few of our garden plants retain 
their foliage through the winter — some 
good examples are the bearded Iris and 
the Red Hot Poker and this foliage 
should NOT he cut down. At one time, 
the Red Hot Poker was thought to be a 
tender plant, susceptible to froat; R la 
known now that moat varieties can 


Weather permitting, it is about time 
now to get started on a general clean-up 
in the garden, for ax my Irish grand¬ 
mother used to say, the beat time to do 
your spring cleaning is in the fall. 

Although many of our plants are adII 
in full growth, some of the vegetable* 
and quite a few of the perennial flowers 
are over the hill and are beginning to 
wear that woebegone, sorry-for-them- 
selves look. The sooner this dejected 
topgrowth is cleared away, the less 
chance there ts for pests and plant 
diseases to spread. 

You can cut down your perennial* 
a* soon as the leaves have lo6t a portion 
of their green coloring, but don't cut 
them too closely to the ground It is 
best to leave stubs about tour Inches 
long sticking up. This la hecause the 
new shoots next spring will often sprout 
from the base of the old stem rather 
than directly from fhe roots. 


I make two exceptions to this rule. 
IT* tail Michaelmas daisies are not 
cut back at all. for I like to let mine 
stand through the winter tor the sake 
of their dried stems, which make ex¬ 
cellent light garden stakes next year 
The peonies I cut all the way back;

Wiens said that in elemen¬ 
tary education the open area 
system with its team teachers 
had worked very well for 
some children. 

He defined the open area 
style as a classroom with the 
walls knocked cut where 120 
or so youngsters work with 
four teachers, amongst lots of 
noise. 

“For some children it tins 
worked tremendously well, 
but other* are suffering," he 
said. "For some children it is 
producing only cqnfusion and 
fear." 

Those children, he said, 
should be given the chance to 
go to ordinary structured 
schools with regular class¬ 
rooms.

nese Jr. said in Victoria. 

"But we've worn that thin 
and it is now time to look 
more attentively to this 
national concern." 

Lagnese, whose organiza¬ 
tion ia an international fed¬ 
eration of aome 50 groups 
comprising more than 20.000 
members in 90 different coun¬ 
tries. said emotionalism has 
tended to cause problems in 
public approaches to the 
pollution issue. 

"But the fact is that these 
emotional terms of the con¬ 
servationists did what we 


could not do with our em¬ 
phasis on economics ( as far 
as getting people concerned 
and aware)," he aaid. 

"There has been some 
disagreement as to whether 
or not we are suited for 
leadership . . It is also 
apparent our influence with 
other policy-making groups is 
less than moderate." 

He said change would come 
only when members of such 
associations are "ready to 
make commitments to the 
ultimate cause." 

Additional flexibility in con¬ 
sidering economic feasibility 
of operations must also be 
introduced, the sanitary ertgi- 
neer said. 

"I'm not suggesting that we 
cease to look carefully at 
costs.” he said, "but we 
should consider both the 
economic consequences o f 
doing something and the 
economic consequences of not 
doing something."

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Hatcheries Boon I 


PORT ALBERNI — Com¬ 
mercial fishermen in Port 
Alberni say they would have 
had a bad season this year 
without catches provided by 
American hatcherira. ' 

But they say they resent 
having to ''steal" American- 
raised Hah when the govern¬ 


ment could establish Cana¬ 
dian hatcheries. 

Elliott Cook, who is “not 
complaining" about the size' 
of catch he took on board his 
boat, Scotian, this season, 
said he and many other 
commercial fishermen did 
moat of their fishing oH the 
American coast. 

"I don't think it's ever been 
like this’before,’’ he said. 


"The American hatcheries 
have been going quite a few 
years, but they've Just got the 
system really perfected. 

"Without it, the Canadian 
fleet, I'd say, would have been 
dead." 

Canadian boats fished from 
Cape Flattery to the mouth of 
the Columbia River, he con¬ 
tinued. They knew many of 
their catches were from U.S. 
hatcheries by the belly fins, 
clipped to identify which 
hatchery they were from. 

However, only the bigger 
Canadian boats were able to 
use the American fishing 
grounds. 


NANAIMO — A “smug, 
complacent” Vancouver 
Island attitude drives tourists 
away, a Malasplna College 
art Instructor told Nanaimo 
Rotary Club Friday. 

John Chametski said native 
Islanders "have insinuated 
that this is the modern 
Garden of Eden. Everything 
is perfect, nothing has to 
change.” 

He said the attitude is 
especially prevalent In 
Nanaimo — then showed 
slides to illustrate lack of 
landscaped approaches to the 
city centre, some unpainted, 
scruffy buildings and lack of 
signs to direct visitors to 
major tourist attractions. 

He said the tourist "wheels 
right through Nanaimo grum¬ 
bling, 'Why don’t they put a 
bypass around that place?’ ■' 

Chametski said many Im¬ 
provements have been 'made 
in downtown Nanaimo since 
1960, but tourists don’t realize 
this. 

"The visual pollution of our 
approaches to the central 
core destroys any motivation 
to stop, visit and shop." 

He said in tourist season an 
average of 12,000 visitors in 
4,000 cars pass through the 
city daily, and asked, "What 
did the citizens of Nanaimo 
and district do to welcome 
them, to show them our 
friendly hospitality?” 

He said information and 
direction signs, a city camp¬ 
ground and adequate off- 
itreet parking would keep 
tourists In town longer. 

If citizens have to pay for 
changes through tax In¬ 
creases, amalgamation or 
personal time and money 
sacrifice, their reaction is not 
to do it 

Areas north of Nanaimo, 
such as Courtenay and Camp¬ 
bell River, obviously don't 
suffer from this inaction, he 
said. 

"When one drives through 
their streets — wide, well- 
palrited, neat — one really 
does feel like stopping to eat, 
browse and shop.” 

He said groups of civic- 
minded people In Nanaimo 
like the unpaid advisory plan¬ 
ning commission point out 
problem areas and should he 
given support to work out a 
logical city and regional plan. 

He supported a civic audi¬ 
torium and convention centre 
as a centennial project, say¬ 
ing it would bring live enter¬ 
tainment, summer stock 
theatre, conventions and em¬ 
ployment opportunities for 
young people.

There was no clarification 
available Friday from provin¬ 
cial authorities.

Attorney- 
General L e s l>i e Peterson 
dodged reporters and de¬ 
parted hastily for what his 
office said was a conference 
at Long Beach. 

Reached later by phone, 
Peterson told the Colonist the 
order was simply "a declara¬ 
tion of policy” by the provin¬ 
cial government. 


He said "the order speaks 
for itself."' 

Asked whether the order 
was indeed unconstitutional, 
Peterson replied; “That’s all 
I have to say.”
